NEW McKINLEY SWITCH 
BILL IN THE HOUSE 


Delegate Hale Asks Board of 
Appraisers to Pave Way 
for River Front Park and 
Walker Introduces Health 
Tenement Regulations. 








All able-bodied persons who refuse to 
work and support themselves will be 
officially prosecuted and driven out of 
the city if Councilman Paul R. Fletch- 
er’s bill creating a Social Welfare Com- 
mission, introduced in the Council Fri- 
day night, becomes a law. 

™he Social Welfare bill was one of 
two important bills introduced by Dr. 
Fletcher. This bill provides for the 


establishment of a municipal lodging 
house to care for unfortunates, for the 
suppression of vagrancy and profes- 
sional beggary and for procuring em- 
ployment for the unemployed. 

The second bill provides for the sup- 
pression of all fortune telling and is 
designed to drive out of business in 
St. Louis professional clairvoyants, 
mecromancers, palmists, astrologists and 
seers. It provides for the abolition of 
the practice of licensing fortune tellers 
and clairvoyants and makes any sort 
of fortune telling for profit or otherwise 
a misdemeanor, subject to a penalty 
of $100 to $500. 

The Social Welfare Commission, 
under Dr. Fletcher's bill, is clothed, 
with broad powers. It is to be com- 
prised of seven members, three of 
whom shall be 9@ges of the district 
police courts, and the other fdéur to 
be appointed by the Mayor. 

Shall Eatablish Lodging House: 

The first duty imposed upon the 
commission is to establish a muni- 
cipal lodging house to provide ac- 
ecmmodations for homeless persons. 
The commission is authorized to em- 
ploy a superintendent of the lodging 
house at a salary of $100 a month 
and two assistants at $49. A muni- 
cipal lodging house has been advo- 
cated by social welfare leaders in 
St. Louis for many years, but Dr. 
Fletcher's bill is the first step taken 
teward its creation. 

The commission is also charged witi: 
the duty of co-operating with the Police 
Department for the suppression of ya- 
grancy and professional beggary and 
is specifically charged with. the dutv 
of prosecuting persons who will not 
take employment and make themselves 
self-suppotting. The commission is an- 
thorized to find employment for the un- 
employed. 

The commission !s to become the leer] 
agency for ‘receiving contributions for 
charitable purposes. The commission 
will, ma measure, supplant the Prov- 
ident and other associations now en- 
gaged in relieving distress among the 
poc?. 

The bill provides that the commissicn 
shall also exercise the function of rec- 
ommending paroles tn the police courts 
and shall have supervision over th: 
workhouse and eity jail in the matter «f 
caring for prisoners. 

$10,500 Proposed for Work. 

The bill carries an appropriation of 
$10,600 for carrying out its provisions. 
It provides for the employment of a 
secretary at a salary 6%. $2100 a year, 
for three parole officers to the police 
courts at $1200 a vear, and one sten- 
orrapher at $900 a year. The members 
of the commission are to serve with- 
out pay but are required to meet once 
a month aod make quarterly reports 
t¢ the Mayor and Municipal Assembly. 

The bill to suppress fortune telling 
makes it also a misdemeanor for any 
one to display any sign of any character 
advertising one’s self as a medium. for- 
tune teller or clairvoyant. Dr. Pletcher 
said he made the provisions of this bill- 
broad erough to cover every character 
of fortune telling. and that if it wae 
passed it would put an effectual stop 
to @ practice which has grown to great 
proportions in St. Louis.

AGOMPROMISE IN 
ELECTORAL COLLEGE 


Missouri Electors Favor Third 
Man if Taft and T. R. Divide 
Majority of Total Electors, 





Missouri Republicans have started a 
movement to prevent a deadlock on the 
election of President by the Electoral 
College in the event that a majority of 


the total electora! vote is split between 
Col. Roosevelt, Progressive candidate 
for President, and President Taft, Re- 
publican nominee. 

The first definite step along this line 
has been taken by the 1&6 Republican 
electors. from this State. Republican 
leaders have formulated an agreement 
with the electors whereby it is pro- 
posed to support a compromise candai- 
date for President if it should be found 
that the Democrats are without a ma- 
jority in the Electoral College, and there 
are not enough regular Republicans to 
bring about the re-election of President 
Taft. It is further understood that the 
electors will not vote for Col. Roose- 
velt under any circumstances. 

Whether the position of the Missouri 
Republican electors can be made efferct- 
ive is contingent, of course, the lead- 
ers say, on the Republican party carry- 
ing this State at the November election. 

A Condition to Hadley’s Support. 

The plan to thwart a possible dead- 
lock in the electoral college is said to 
have been inspired by Gov. Hadley and 
is one of the conditions on which he 
agreed to support President Taft, ac- 


_4icording to the statement of a prominent 


Republican chieftain to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Saturday. 

It is stated that Gov. Hadley, as a 
supporter of Taft and an original advo- 
cate of Roosevelt for the presidency, 
would stand an excellent chance of be- 
ing made the next President of the 
United States if conditions so shaped 
themselves as to give the Progressives 
and the Taft men control of the elec- 
toral college. - s 

In case the electoral college failed to 
decide on a choice, the election of a 
President is determined by the Nationa! 
House of Representatives. 

When the Republican leaders were 
sounded on the ‘‘compromise’’ plan, Had- 
ley’s friends distinctly disavowed any 
intention of booming the Governor for 
President. 

Will Win Votes to Tickets, 

“Tf it is understood,” seid a Repub- 
liecan leader, “‘that the Republicans are 
determined to elect a President in the 
event the Bull Moose electors should 
deadlock the electoral — it will 
bring thousands of votes tOsthe ticket. 

“There is no doubt the Progfassives, 
finding they could not elect Rooseyelt 
and refusing to support Taft, would 
support another progressive Republican 
rather than permit the election to go jo 
the House of Representatives. We 
lieve other states will adopt the Mis- 
souri compromise.”’ 

The Missouri scheme is taken by poli- 
ticlans to mean that the Republicans 
expect Roosevelt to carry several states. 
It is admitted by well-iaformed leaders 
that the Bull Moose movement in Wash- 
ington, California and Colorado, is ex- 
ceptionally formidable, 

Should Taft hold his own in states 
east of the Mississippi River and Roose- 
velt capture a number of Western and 
Suuthwestern States, the Republicans 
figure, Gov. Wilson will be defeated.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 21—The up- 
building of William Burke into a pres- 


‘ent-day Jean Valjean by William L. 


Fehr, himself splendidly true to the Jean 
Valjean type, seems now to have been 
frustrated by the sudden disappearance 
of Burke after Fehr had given him the 
helping hand intended for his regener- 
ation. 

William Burke is the former Council- 
man of this city, who, on Aug. 16, re- 
signed his seat in the City Council, to 
which he was elected on the reform tick- 
et with Mayor Blankenburg last fall, 
accompanying his resignation with a 
confession that he had been a convict, 
and, therefore, was not worthy to sit 
in a legislative assembly. 

Reformed Man Aids Him. 

William L. Fehr, American repre- 
sentative of the Chinese Merchants’ As- 
sociation, then instantly came to the 
moral and material aid of Burke, ad- 
vancing nearly $1000 to set Burke up 
in the retail cigar business in order 
that he shoud have adequate oppor- 
tunity to live an honest and self-re- 
specting life. Fehr himself, six years 
ago, completed a prison term, and has 
since that time fully proved in his own 
case that an ex-convict can make him- 
self a worthy member of society. 

Burke disappeared Thursday night, 
following the acceptance of his resigna- 
tion by the City Council. He had told 
some friends that he had hoped the 
Council would not accept his resigna- 
tion. Fehr was profoundly concerned 
in his welfare, and had most gener- 
ously told Burke that he could take as 
long a time as he chose to repay the 
loan of $1000 necessary to start him in 
the cigar business. 

Friend Sorry for Him, 

“I am sorry fot Burke,” said Fehr, 
ruefully, today, “‘but he has certainly 
given me an awful jolt. I had more 
faith in human nature, I don’t know 
where he is. He hadn't run the cigar 
store very long when he seemed to get 
tired of it. He didn’t try to attend to 
business. I told him to brace up, but 
he couldn’t. He always wanted money. 
He would do all sorts of things, he said, 
if he just had a couple of hundred dol- 
lars. I gave him $200 and told him to 
paddle his own canoe.”’ 

Whereupon, promptly, William Burke 
disappeared. 

His case is curiously interesting in 
its most. vital aspects. He was in good 
repute here. He stood in line, had he 
so desired, to win honor and distinction 
ir public service. He was trusted by 
the community. 

Confessed and Resigns. 

Yet, suddenly, he made his confession 
and resigned from the City Council. He 
told how, under the name of Benjamin 
H. Tripp, he had served a long term in 
the Massachusetts State prison after a 
criminal career in Boston and New 
York. Then, in 1907, he had come to 
this city and earned an honest living 
as a wood carver, a tradé which he 
had learned in jail. Taking an active 
interest in politics, he was prevailed 
upon to accept the nomination for Coun- 
cilman. 

And, almost immediately following his 
election, his confession stated, Burke 
had come face to face with a former 
fellow convict, who recognized him. 
This man, he said, saw a big opportunity 
for blackmail in the situation thus cre- 
ated, and was swift to improve the evil 
opportunity. He made Burke's life a 


burden by his threats of exposure. Final- 


ly, driven to desperation, Burke de- 
termined to resign and tell his own 
siory. This he did, thus bringing to light 
what instantly impressed all as one of 
the most piteous of moral tragedies in 
real life. 

It was then that William L. Fehr 
came to his rescue. Although he had 
confessed to having been for years the 
pal and stool-pigeon of “gophers,” 
‘“veggmen” and “moll-buzzers,” as the 
criminal world terms its expert pickers 
of safe-locks, blowers of safes and 
pickers of womens pockets, Fehr be- 
lieved that Burke had the making of a 
good man in him. At any rate, he de- 
termined that Burke should have a 
chance to live an honest life.

I have voted for measures ad- 
vocated by this interest while a member 
of the State Senate and I went on record 
some time ago as absolutely oppesed 
to the present convict labor system 
Now, in. abolishing the system as it 
exists today, employment of some kind 
must be found for the inmates of the 
State Penitentiary.

FIRST IN EVERYTHING 
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THE STATE SCHOOL BOOK 

Mr. McKinley’s desire to defeat the Book Trust 
and give public séhools free text-books univer- 
sally is commendable. But the method suggested 
in the Republican State platform is impracticable 
and undesirable. 

School text-books cannot be made to order. To 
be worth anything, they must be the product of 
experts—men and women who have made the sub- 
jects treated their life study. The matter in such 
books is usually protected by copyright. And the 
matter to be printed in the text-books to be used 
ia Missouri schools is the most essential part of 
the problem. It must be of the highest character. 
Missouri must have the product of the best minds 
at home and abroad. 

As for the printing, do the teachers and parents 
desire the children to handle books printed in the 
State penitentiary, where tuberculosis and other 
diseases are pypvalent? The recent report of the 
Tuberculosis Commission, appointed by Gov. Had- 
ley, showed that at the State penitentiary 21 per 
cent of the inmates were afflicted with the White 
Plague. Of 88 deaths occurring in that institution 
in 1909 and 1910, 57 were traced to tuberculosis. 
It is a well-known fact that a large percentage of 
convicts are sufferers from tuberculosis, incipient 
or pronounced, when they enter the prison. And 
the conditions there almost invariably tend to 
give the disease a greater hold upon its victims. 

Both from a practical and sanitary standpoint, 
State concocted, prison printed school books are 
out the question. 
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Doubtless the Globe- Democrat will next at- 
tempt to identify “Gyp the Blood” with the man- 
omceooan 128 Wilson’s campaign. 
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STANDARD OIL EVASION. 


A vigorous and sincere investigation of the ac- 
tions of Standard Oi] magnates since May, 1911, 
when the Supreme Court ordered the trust’s dis- 
solution, should convince the Department of Jus- 
tice that the oil company directors and officials 
are in contempt of court. 

The Post-Dispatch has published from time to 
time the news showing what tricks and evasions 
have been resorted to by the moving spirits at 26 
Broadway to keep the control of the parent oil 
company and every one of the subsidiary concerns 
in the same hands as before. These tricks include 
the substitution of dummy directors for real ones, 
the minute subdivision of dividend coupons in or- 
der to drive out small shareholders, and the 
changing of names of subsidiary companies, so 
av to make it appear that companies involved in 
the court’s order no longer exist. 

The evasions are so obvious that they appear 
absurd even to the layman. They are the last re- 
sort of men driven into a corner. 

The proposed investigation by the Department 
of Justice should be begun at once. The penalty 
for contempt of court should be visited upon the 
guilty, if guilt is disclosed. And the court should 
‘appoint experts of its own selection to carry out 
its decree.

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POSED NEWS PICTURES. 


A dangerous innovation in news presentation 
is the daily line of pictures intended to illustrate 
a current event, but specially posed and in no 
sense representing the actual occurrence. 

When a crime has been committed, newspapers 
using this device hasten to produce a series of 
pictures intended to show how the suspected 
criminal committed the act. In the cage of a 
murder, the various steps hinted at by the de- 
tectives’ or reporters’ theories are posed, as if 
for moving pictures. And the result appears in 
a string of pictures, more or less convincing, ,on 
the page where the text of the “story” is printed. 
_ The average hurried reader glances first at 
these pictures, probably misses the notice that 
the pictures are posed, and concluding that the 
newspaper has the facts and has actually been 
fortunate enough to catch them photographically, 
makes up his mind as to the guilt of the accused. 

It is a newspaper's business to state the facts, 
without prejudice or bias. The posed news pic- 
tures must, In many cases, arouse prejudice and 
warp the reader’s judgment, by appealing to his 
imagination with scenes that may never have 
had any basis in fact. 





EASY PUBLIC SERVICE PROBLEM. 

The problem of the United Railways Corpora- 
tion, which is seeking an extension of franchises 
and an adjustment of taxation, and of the Termi- 
nal Association which has vainly sought the priv- 
ilege of enlarging its facilities, is simple. 

St. Louisans are not against the United Rail- 
ways. Thy are merely against the wrongs they 
have suffered at the hands of the men who per- 
loined its franchises and manipulated its finances 
for their own enrichment. They are not against 
its making fair profits. They are merely against 
ite taking plunder by inadequate extensions, im- 
provements and service at the expense of the peo- 
ple. 

The people of St. Louis are not against the Ter- 
minal. They are merely opposed to its discrimi- 
nations against St. Louis. The combine of rail- 
roads has operated against the interests of the 
city by forcing upon St. Louis traffic an abnormal 
and discriminating burden of tolls. 

The people of St. Louis want the Terminal to 
have all the facilities it needs to handle traffic. 
But they are opposed to giving franchises to a 
combine which hampers the trade and growth of 
the city. 

If these corporations are fair to St. Louis they 
will receive fair treatment from the people of St. 
Louls. They have only to prove to the people 
their willingness to co-operate with them for mu- 
tual interests, and for the advancement of St. 
Louis to win the co-operation and confidence of 
the people. They have only to pay their debts, 
keep their agreements and come to the people of 
St. Louis with the assurance that they will respect 
public rights and promote public interests, and 
they will have no further reason for complaint of 
St. Louis hostility. 

When the Terminal eliminates all discriminat- 
ing charges on St. Louis traffic, and all monopoly 
abuses from its combination agreemerts, We as- 
sure the railroad managers the opportunity to 
build the finest terminal system in the world. 

When the United Railways pays its debts to the 
city, and asks stable conditions on a just and lib- 
eral basis, which will guarantee adequate service 
for the present and the future, opposition will 
vanish. 

The way for public service corporations to dissi- 
pate public hostility is to remove the causes of 
hostility, and substitute reasons for good will and 
support. There is no other way. 
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If John C. McKinley should attempt to reprint 
in a penitentiary printing plant school books now 
in use, he would find them protected by copy- 
right. What would he do—have convicts prepare 
the texts for new books? 
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CRITICAL ESTIMATE OF CITY ZOOS. 
Boston seems to have had doubts lately whether 
a zoo is educational, bit the doubts were only 
partly confirmed when the Globe of that city 
sought light. 

“A zoo educational?” jeered N. H. Dole, au- 
thor and humorist. “That is what the man pre- 
tends who sacrifices himself in going to the cir- 
cus for the educational benefit of his children.” 
But Mr. Dole did not want to be understood as 
disapproving of zoos. He does approve of them. 
“We go,” he said, ‘““‘because we want to be amused 
and not because we have the remotest thought of 
being educated.” 

Miss Frances Zirngiebel, high school teacher of 
zoology, thought the educational value “perhaps 
overestimated” because the average zoo is a 
“promiscuous colleetion not selected with a view 
to showing animal structures and relationships 
and the development of animal forms from sim- 
ple to complex.” She thought an aquarium or an 
aviary of large capacity had greater educational 
possibilities than the collection of larger mam- 
nials that make up most city zoos. 

“Only mildly educational,” said President John 
Ritchie of the Boston Scientific Society, but he ad- 
mitted that a zoo is a civic asset as a feature likely 
to attract visitors. ‘‘Kipling with a week’s ob- 
servation of the mongoose at Washington,” he 
said, “caught the inspiration for ‘Rickatickatavi.’ 
It is difficult to figure out in dollars and cents 
the value to the people of one such inspiration.” 
Zoology is studied at a considerable expense in 
time and money in the schools, and Curator J. T. 
Benson of the Boston Zoological Gardens pointed 
out that what is acquired with difficulty in weeks 
of study from textbooks may be acquired in half 
av hour ata zoo. “Educational in the highest de- 
gree” summed up his practical observation. 

St. Louis has perhaps the finest botanical gar- 
den in America. It should have a zoological gar- 
den of equal rank. It would be a profitable muni- 


cipal asset.

How can 
we deny that St. Louis is still very backward in 
this respect. Our young women continue to have 
small feet and haven't even humility enough to be 
ashamed of it. They say it hurts the eyes—men’s 
eyes—to look at big feet, and taat they do not 
care to assume the responsibility of giving the 
men ocular pains.

Library Workers’ Pay. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

There has been much discussion concerning the 
salaries of public school teachers and the time of 
payment. Consider the case of the Public Library 
assistants? These girls have to have a high school 
education (or equivalent) in order to pass the 
examination. Then after serving two weeks dur- 
ing the summer without pay, they are required to 
attend a “training school” for one year. During 
this time, they work one-half day (each day) 
without pay, to gain practical experience. At the 
end of the term they are appointed and receive 
the magnificent sum of $40 per month. For every 
increase and advance an examination must be 
passed. 

Why is so much required and so little given in 
return? Few girls who are compelled to be self- 
supporting and wish to maintain a refined social 
position can hope to be a librarian because of the 
low wages given; especially after giving so much 
time and study in gaining the position. It ig as- 
tcenishing what the girls are required to know. 
They must, most naturally, be acquainted with 
the standard authors and their works, and be able 
t» tell the public something of them. They must 
read current fiction also and be able to discuss 
new. books intelligently. Topics of general inter- 
est are important. After leaving work the girls 
must take time to read up on topics and events of 
which they must be prepared to give information.

The fra- 
Srances were manipulated by myself 
through the msadium of an instrument 
which somewhat resembled a pipe organ 
in appearance and construction. 

‘The whole result has been, I believe, 
to demonstrate absolutsly that what 
music is to the human heart and sou! 
through the ear, perfumes may become 
through the sense of smell.”

The author of this Pauline sentiment— 
meaning a sentiment which suggests St. 
Paul and having no reference to any 
of the thousand-and-one Paulines who 
read this newspaper—is, I imagine, about 
nineteen years old, a time when one 
naturally wants to be a despot and 
feels that one possesses & tremendous 
talent for tyranny—benevolent tyranny, 
of course. 

For after all what is this notion 
that one of the two associates in 
marriage should have dominion over 
the other save the ideal of benevo- 
lent despotism. Incidentally, let’s 
agree that “the husband's authority 
should be unquestioned’’—for that’s 
the safest thing to say about almost 
any form of authority. Question it, 
analyze it, measure it by the rule of 
reason and it falls apart. 

Let us read some of the letters from 
reactionary readers whose views suggest 
a certain regret for the good old Roman 
days when the husband was legally the 
lord of life and death in his household.

But these are super- 
ficialities, anda clever girl from Europe 
will be her equal in.those respects (ex- 
cept the hair, if she is a nice girl) in 
less than a year after landing. In 
things more valuable and enduring, 
womanly modesty and simplicity, good 
breeding, loyalty, unselfishness, finish 
in education, general polish, greeable 
manners and a lack of bumptiousness, 
the European girl of any country is 
superior. You can't interest me in a gir! 
that isn’t a lady—I care little about her 
oecupation—and that is where the Amer- 
ican girl fails. You don’t hear men 
on the other side saying the equivalent 
of ‘The American woman is a born 
grafter.’ 

“Frankly, I think that both women 
and children are allowed too much lib- 
erty and independence here, and I seem 
to see that the men are waking to the 
fact. One result of it you see in the 
children’s lack of respect to their el- 
ders. Woman's natural state is depend- 
ency; man is not made stronger and 
ubler for nothing. The grotesque ab- 
surdities to which woman goes in dress 
would be equaled by her eccentricities 
in. mind and morals without man’s re- 
straining hand. It is noteworthy that 
here a woman has most liberty, home 
ties are weakér, divorce is commoner.
